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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a system for appeal for public 
subscription and a method for appeal for public subscription using a 
network, which efficiently realize request contents of a requester. 
SOLUTION: In the method for appeal for public subscription using the 
network, request contents from the requester are registered, and the 
network is used to open the registered request contents, and 
subscription contents from a subscriber which can realize the request 
contents are registered and are presented to the requester. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The general invitation approach using the network characterized by what the content of a request from 
a client is registered, the registered content of a request is exhibited in the general invitation approach using a 
network using a network, the content of an application from the applicant who can realize the content of a 
request is registered, and the content of an application is submitted for to a client. 

[Claim 2] The general invitation approach using the network characterized by what registration of a discovery 
request of the reference which makes the predetermined patent from a client an invalid is received in the 
general invitation approach using a network, the registered content of a request is exhibited using a network, the 
reference which makes said patent from an applicant an invalid is registered as a content of an application, and 
the content of an application is submitted for to a client. 

[Claim 3] The general invitation system carry out having the request registration section which inputs a client's 
content of a request and registers to request DB in a general invitation system, the content disclosure section 
of a request which open to the public the content which is a content registered into said request DB, and should 
exhibit using an applicant DB, the application registration section which receive the application from an applicant 
and register into application DB, and the content presentation section of an application submit the content 
which subscribed to a client as the description. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the technique of realizing a client's content of a request 
efficiently especially, about the record medium which stored the general invitation system, the general invitation 
approach, and the general invitation approach and in which computer reading is possible. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In the conventional example about a general invitation, the content of a general 
invitation was put on the journal etc., and it was performing that the reader of a journal subscribed the content. 
However, in the conventional example about this conventional general invitation, since printing and distribution of 
a journal took time amount by the approach of putting the content of a general invitation on a journal etc., having 
sought timely was impossible. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Here, when it appeals as patent infringement, there is a case where 
he wants to know the effectiveness of the patent. In this case, although how to request examination or a survey 
from experts, such as a patent attorney, can be considered, if it is in a software related patent especially, it is 



deficient in the well-known reference as patent reference, and sufficient results of an investigation may not be 
obtained. Although various reference is indicated on the Internet, it is equal to looking for a jewel in a desert to 
look for the reference which corresponds on the Internet. 

[0004] This invention is accomplished in view of the above-mentioned situation, and the object is in offering the 
record medium which stored the general invitation system and the general invitation approach a client's content 
of a request is efficiently realizable, and the general invitation approach and in which computer reading is 
possible. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned object, in the general invitation 
approach which used the network, the general invitation approach concerning this invention registers the 
content of a request from a client, exhibits the registered content of a request using a network, registers the 
content of an application from the applicant who can realize the content of a request, and is characterized by 
submitting the content of an application to a client 
[0006] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] The operation gestalt of the record medium which stored the general invitation 
approach using the general invitation system and network concerning this invention and the general invitation 
approach hereafter and in which computer reading is possible is explained to a detail, referring to a drawing. 
[0007] Drawing 1 is a conceptual diagram for explaining the general invitation system of this operation gestalt 
With this operation gestalt a client 200 exists first A client 200 registers the want for attaining a certain object 
to this general invitation system. Thereby, a general invitation is performed. To a direct general invitation system 
server, e-mail is transmitted, or the homepage of the Internet is prepared for the request approach at a general 
invitation system server, and you may make it register by the homepage. Others, a telephone, and registration by 
facsimile are included. 

[0008] And a client 200 pays a countervalue to the bottom of certain conditions to those who realized the 
object A client registers the want into the general invitation system server 400 using a network 300. 
[0009] A network 300 is a means for connecting a computer system etc. For example, it can also consider as the 
Internet Here, the Internet puts the aggregate of the computer network over the whole world mostly. In the 
following explanation, the computer system linked to this network etc. exists. The gestalt of the connection may 
be a leased connection, or may be dialup connection. 

[0010] The general invitation system server 400 receives want from a client The received want is opened to the 
public and a general invitation is performed. 

[0011] Next, an applicant 500 exists. An applicant 500 peruses the content of want from a client registered into 
the general invitation system server. And an applicant 500 offers the effort for realizing the want For example, in 
order to realize want from the client of looking for a certain reference, the reference is searched using the 
Internet etc. The applicant who was able to realize want of a client receives a part or all of a countervalue that a 
client pays. 

[0012] When it is looking for reference with want of the aforementioned client, the data DB621 by which the 
institute announcement of data DB61 1 and a university 620 in which the open technical report of an enterprise 
610 connected to the Internet is contained is included, or the data DB631 by which the patent official report of 
the government agency 630 including Japan Patent Office is contained is contained. In case reference is looked 
for, it is not necessary to necessarily use the Internet For example, an applicant 500 can go to a national library 
directly, and can also search. Moreover, an applicant 500 can look for reference, without restricting the above- 
mentioned enterprise 610, a university 620, and a government agency 630 to this. Moreover, these enterprises 
610, a university 620, and a government agency 630 do not ask the inside and outside of a country. 
[0013] Here, when a certain applicant 500 can realize want of a client 200, an applicant transmits the information 
to the general invitation system server 400. A general invitation system server notifies a client 200 of the 
transmitted information. 

[0014] Drawing 2 is the block diagram of the general invitation system server 400. The software which realizes 
processing explained below is created in the general invitation system server 400 of this operation gestalt, and 
the computer system which enabled activation of the processing is used for it. The so-called general aviation, a 
workstation, PC, NC (Network Computer), etc. are included in this computer system. It is connected with the 
system bus 420 which connects the network which is not illustrated and this general invitation system server 
400, connects the communications control section 410 which controls I/O of data, and each part explained 
below to be this communications control section 410, and communicates data, and a system bus 420, and the 
hardware configuration of the computer system which uses with this operation gestalt has the activation section 



440 for performing various processings, and the storage section 430 which store the processing which explains 
below. You may make it equip this general invitation system server 400 with output units (not shown), such as 
input devices (not shown), such as a keyboard, a mouse, a light pen, or flexible disk equipment, a display unit, and 
printer equipment, etc. here. You may make it said activation section 440 possess the operation part which 
performs processing of the instruction about the processing explained below etc., and the primary storage which 
memorizes an instruction of said processing. This primary storage and the instruction memorized by external 
storage are made to read into operation part serially, and is performed. In the case of activation, the data of the 
count result in each instruction are memorized by the primary storage etc., and processing is performed, 
processing further to the memorized data. 

[0015] The communications control section 410 connects the network which is not illustrated and this general 
invitation system server 400, and controls I/O of data. A modem and a LAN card can be used for this 
communications control section 410. What is necessary is just to connect logically, although the direct system 
bus 420 is connected to the communications control section 410 with this operation gestalt. Namely, the 
communications control section 410 should just be indirectly connected to the system bus 420. Similarly, since 
the communications control section 410 and a network can output and input data if it connects logically, direct 
continuation does not have to be carried out. 

[0016] A system bus 420 is for data to transmit in the communications control section 410, the activation 
section 440, and the storage section 430. Connection should just be made so that direct continuation of a 
system bus 420 and each part may not necessarily be carried out and I/O of data can do them. 
[0017] You may make it the activation section 440 possess the operation part which performs processing of the 
instruction about the processing explained below etc. and which is not illustrated, and the primary storage which 
memorizes an instruction of said processing and which is not illustrated. This primary storage and the instruction 
memorized by external storage are made to read into operation part serially, and is performed. In the case of 
activation, the data of the count result in each instruction are memorized by the primary storage etc., and 
processing is performed, processing further to the memorized data. 

[0018] The storage section 430 holds an instruction of various processings and data. It has the request 
registration section 431 which inputs a client's content of a request and is here registered to request DB432, 
the content disclosure section 433 of a request which opens to the public the content which is a content 
registered into the request DB432, and should be exhibited using an applicant DB435, the application registration 
section 436 which receives the application from an applicant and register into application DB437, and the 
content presentation section 438 of an application submit the content which subscribed to a client. 
[001 9] Next, the general invitation approach using the general invitation system of this operation gestalt is 
explained, referring to a drawing. Drawing 3 is a flow chart which shows processing of the general invitation 
system of this operation gestalt A client is registered first (step S101) and the registered content of a request 
is exhibited (S102). The applicant who can realize the exhibited content of a request subscribes, and registers 
the content which subscribed (S103). Then, the content of an application is submitted to a client (step S104). 
[0020] Next, the example of this general invitation approach is explained to a detail, referring to a drawing. First, 
a client is registered (step S101). Drawing 4 is a drawing in which the example for realizing the content 
registration step of a request is shown. Here, the homepage of the Internet is prepared and the input of the 
content of a request is demanded from a client As a content of an input, a client's name, an address, general 
invitation length, prize money, and the content of a request are included. General invitation length means the 
length of till when to seek. Prize money means the countervalue which a client pays, when a request of a client 
is able to be realized. The content which a client wants to realize is described by the content of a request. It is 
like "wanting you to discover United States patent x, the reference which makes xxx and xxx an invalid" at the 
content of a request You may make it input here the conditions of "when it is the case where the patent 
concerned becomes an invalid by two or more reference and there are two or more applicants, the above- 
mentioned prize money divides," Moreover, you may make it set up such conditions as conditions of contract 
beforehand. The request registration section 431 stores the content of a request from a client in request DB432. 

[0021] Then, the registered content of a request is exhibited (S102). This example to exhibit is explained. For 
example, those who apply as an applicant of this system register a mail address to the general invitation system 
server 400. This mail address is registered into an applicant DB435. It can open to the public by sending this 
content of a request to this registered mail address. 

[0022] Drawing 5 is the example of the mail sent to the applicant this sent mail — a title (subject), a date (date), 
etc. — others — a client's name, an address, prize money, and the content of a request are sent Moreover, you

may make it display URL*(Uniform resource Locator) of the Internet about the detailed information of the 
content of a request 

[0023] In the case of this example, the request which should be opened to each mail address of the e-mail ring 
list of applicants registered into the applicant DB435 among the contents of a request registered into DB432 is 
registered into the content disclosure DB434 t and is sent Here, as for the information about a client, a client 
may resist disclosure. In such a case, the printing is omitted. Moreover, the registration to the content 
disclosure DB434 is excepted for a request which is contrary to a public policy among the contents of a request 
registered into the request DB432. 

[0024] As other approaches, it can open to the public by putting the content of a request concerned on the 
homepage of the Internet Drawing 6 is an example which exhibits the content of a request A request number 
and its outline are displayed on the homepage of the Internet When a click etc. carries out an applicable part, 
the detailed information is displayed. Moreover, when it is the content over which general invitation length 
passed, it is displayed as "settled." 

[0025] In this operation gestalt the request which should be exhibited among the contents of a request 
registered into the request DB432 is registered into the content disclosure DB434, and is exhibited. Similarly, as 
for the information about a client, a client may resist disclosure. In such a case, the printing is omitted. 
Moreover, the registration to the content disclosure DB434 is excepted for a request which is contrary to a 
public policy among the contents of a request registered into the request DB432. 

[0026] Here, the content of a request is explained. As mentioned above, request of looking for reference which 
makes a certain patent an invalid, for example can be considered, and also various requests can be considered. 
For example, the description concerning the patent which he owns is indicated and the request of "Wanting you 
to discover the firm which is infringing on the patent concerned" is also considered. In addition, "my wanting you 
to look for a missing person", "the advertisement of recruiting of a volunteer", etc. are considered. 
[0027] Drawing 7 is an example which displays detailed information. A client's display enables it to have omitted 
printing by a client's selection here. Moreover, prize money and the content of a request are displayed. 
Moreover, you may make it display URL of the patent concerned as additional information. 
[0028] You may make it add the comment by experts, such as a patent attorney, here. This is the comment 
which assists what the patent becomes an invalid to an applicant without the information about a patent It 
requires that this comment is invention which became well-known in making the "above-mentioned patent into 
an invalid before the predetermined date like a graphic display. It may be able to discover from the homepage of 
the Patent Office etc. What analyzed the content of the patent to make into others, for example, the invalid, mav 
be commented. [ comment / of " etc. ] In the case of an English description, it is especially good to enable it to 
understand invention by reading the comment Moreover, when a technical term etc. is in this comment, that 
semantic content may be made to be displayed by making it a link format and clicking that ********** 
separately. 

[0029] The carbon button "subscribes" when the want from a client is realizable (for example, when the 
reference which makes an United States patent an invalid is discovered in the case of this example) is clicked. 
Drawing 8 is an example of a screen displayed when the carbon button "which subscribes" is clicked. In this 
example of a screen, a request number is displayed and the information which specifies individuals, such as a 
name, as that screen is inputted. Although the name was shown here as an example which specifies an individual 
it is good as for ID which is not restricted to this, for example, identifies a mail address and an individual. 
Moreover, an applicant shows what realizes a client's content of a request For example, in the request which 
makes an United States patent an invalid, the reference name made into the invalid is inputted. Moreover, the 
concrete content is inputted into a remarks column. Here, the concrete content of "x pages thru/or xx page 
written part, and drawing x of an official report correspond" is inputted. This content that subscribed is 
registered (S103). The sought content is registered to application DB437. 

[0030] Then, the content of an application is submitted to a client (step S104). The content which realizes the 
content of a request to a client is submitted. For this presentation, other facsimile, hard copy mail, etc. of e-mail 
transmission can be considered. 

[0031] Drawing 9 shows the example which submits the content of an application to a client. In this example, the 
content which realizes the content of a request is submitted by performing e-mail transmission to a client In 
this example, the reference which realizes making the requested United States patent into an invalid is displayed 
and submitted. Prize money is paid when a client's content of a request is realized by this presentation. The 
applicant who subscribed the corresponding content receives all or a part of the prize money. 
[0032] In addition, the program for realizing the general invitation approach mentioned above can be saved at a 
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record medium. This record medium is made to read according to a computer system, and it is realizable, 
executing said program and controlling a computer. Here, with said record medium, equipments which can record 
a program, such as a memory apparatus, a magnetic disk drive, and an optical disk unit, are contained. 
[0033] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, according to this invention, the record medium which stored the 
general invitation system and the general invitation approach a client's content of a request is efficiently 
realizable, and the general invitation approach and in which computer reading is possible can be offered.
